This morning, a

©clock fire was discovered in the 
Grand Leader departm ent store, and 
in a very few minutes the entire 
stock was practically ruined. The fire 
company 
responded 
promptly. 
The 
flames had spread to all parts of 
the house and although by hard work 
the fire was soon under control, the 
goods that had not been burned were 
thoroughly soaked with water and 
ruined. 
The crowd that gathered tumbled 
quite a lot of the goods into the 
street and in the general mix-up 


damaged these about as much as if 
they had been left inside. Some ex­ 
cited fire fighters smashed in two of 
the plate 
glass 
windows, 
thereby 
adding to the general destruction. 
The fire probably started from de­ 
fective wiring. Mr. Rosenfield stated 
that they had had considerable trou­ 
ble lately with the wiring and al­ 
though they had had it worked on 
two or three times, it had never 
been entirely 
remedied. 
The 
fire 
started in the rear of the building 
near the switch. 
The store had just received its fall 
stock of goods amounting to $12,000 
or $15,000 and was just getting this 
in shape for the fall trade. Mr. Katz

News that the stock at this time was 
from $22,000 to $25,000 and only par­ 
tially covered by insurance.

$600 was destroyed and she had not 
a dollar of insurance.

W ashington, Sept. 19.—One of the 
salient discoveries of the Tariff Board 
appointed to advise the president in 
m atters affecting the application of 
the maximum and

tariff board was one of the shells

An Ordinance to assess the cost 
of street improvements in street im­ 
provement district No. 2 against the 
lots and tracts of land in said street 
improvement district of the City of 
Ada, Oklahoma. 
Whereas, the Board of Appraisers 
appointed by resolution adopted July 
25th, 1910 to appraise and apportion 
the benefits resulting from the im­ 
provement of that portion of Main 
Street extending from the west side 
of the right-of-way of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Ry, to the east side 
of the right-of-way of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Ry; and that por­ 
tion of Townsend Avenue extending 
from the north line of Twelfth (12th) 
street to the north line of the right- 
of-way of the S t Louis & San Fran­ 
cisco Ry., and that portion of Broad­ 
way Avenue extending 
from 
the 
north line of Twelfth street to the 
north line of the right-of-way of the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Ry., con­ 
stituting 
Street 
Improvement Dis­ 
trict No. 2 of the City of Ada, Okla­ 
homa. to the several lots and tracts 
of land within said District that are 
liable to assessment to pay the cost 
of such improvements, have perform­ 
ed their duties according to law as1 
such appraisers and have returned 
and filed with the City Clerk a writ­ 
ten report of their appraisement and 
apportionment, apd, Whereas, after 
filing of such report, the Mayor and 
City Council did appoint a date for 
holding a session to hear any com­ 
plaints or objections concerning such 
appraisement and apportionment and 
caused due notice of such session 
to be published according to law, and 
in pursuance of said action and pub­ 
lication, such session was duly con­ 
vened and held by the Mayor and 
City Council on the 6th day of Sept­ 
ember, 1910, and, 
Whereas, at said session the May­ 
or and City Council did hear and 
consider all complaints and objec­ 
tions to said appraisement and ap­ 
portionment and did then and there 
review the same and did, by resolu­ 
tion over-rule said complaints and 
objections and confirm said appor­ 
tionment and appraisement, and, 
Whereas, all legal 
requirements 
have been fully complied with to 
authorize the levying of said assess­ 
ment against the lots and tracts of 
land liable to such assessments, now, 
therefore, 
Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Ada. Okla­ 
homa. 
Section* I. That there shall beano’ 
hereby is apportioned to and assess­ 
ed against the several lots and tracts 
of land in said Improvement Dis­ 
trict No, 2 with the improvements 
thereon and the appurtenances there­ 
to belonging the amounts respect­ 
ively as fallows, to-wit:
